MATRICULATION STATEMENT 


MATRICULATION AT MARY WASHINGTON COLLEGE 
CONSTITUTES AN EXPLICIT PROMISE AND PLEDGE 
ON THE PART OF THE STUDENT AND HER PARENTS 
OR GUARDIAN TO FAMILIARIZE THEMSELVES WITH 
THE STANDARDS AND REGULATIONS OF THE COL- 
LEGE, THE STUDENT GOVERNMENT, AND THE HON- 
OR SYSTEM, AND TO ABIDE BY AND UPHOLD SUCH 
TRADITIONS AND RULES AS LONG AS THE STUDENT 
IS REGISTERED IN THE INSTITUTION. 


PURPOSE OF THE COLLEGE 


The following Statement of Purpose for the College was 
adopted by the Faculty in May 1961. 

Mary Washington College is a state-aided liberal arts 
college for women and a part of the University of Virginia. 
As such, it has an obligation to the people of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia to provide the best education for those 
students who give promise of succeeding in college. 

As a liberal arts college, Mary Washington stands firmly 
in the tradition that a broad education in the arts, the 
sciences, and the humanities, complemented by intensive 
study in a particular field of interest, is the most appropriate 
preparation for life and citizenship. 

As a college for women, Mary Washington endeavors to 
provide the best intellectual background possible for the 
woman of today. It recognizes the importance of the inquir- 
ing mind, the significance of aesthetic sensitivity, and the 
necessity of individual and corporate responsibility. 

Finally, as a part of the University of Virginia, Mary 
Washington College has a unique role to fill in Virginia 
education, and is pledged to the selection of a qualified 
student body, to the maintenance of a competent faculty 
and staff, and to the development of the academic and social 
environment necessary to achieve its goals. 


LETTER FROM THE CHANCELLOR 


Dear Mary Washington Student, 

On the seal of the College, in combination with the inscrip 
tion, are two symbolic devices signifying the means by which 
the purpose of the College, as stated in the inscription, can best 
be implemented. The relationship between these symbols — the 
spinning wheel and the lamp of learning, and the inscription — 
Pro Deo Domo P atria, deserve careful and thoughtful study by 
all of us who are now, or who will become in time, members 
of the academic community of Mary Washington College. In a 
sense, the seal sums up, as well as points up, the true purpose of 
our College. 

The symbol of the spinning wheel should be considered 
from more than one point of view. It is customarily associated 
with the life and responsibilities of the home, especially the 
duties and responsibilities of the home-maker, the mother of the 
family. However, in the broader sense, the spinning wheel really 
represents the concept of the dignity of work — all kinds of 
work, not just intellectual work. History has shown us that no 
culture has lasted which did not elevate to a high degree of 
esteem the dignity and worthiness that is associated with human 
activity — physical, mental, as well as spiritual. 

The issue is not whether we, as individuals, have the ability 
or the talent, or the skill to do manual or physical work; the 
point is that our society respects and admires the worker. In my 
1963 travels in foreign countries I have been impressed with 
the absence of the respect for the dignity of work in many places. 
We should remember, and I certainly shall after visiting the 
Gandhi memorial in Delhi, that the spinning wheel is a very 
meaningful symbol and represents in large measure the motiva- 
tion that urges and encourages each of us to pursue not only 
the mastery of the material world, but ultimately the intellectual 
aspects of life, as w r ell. 

The lamp of learning has been for centuries the symbol of 
those ideals which mankind cherishes most dearly. The freedoms 
enjoyed by all of us in the good life, a newly illumined path 
of knowledge recently discovered, a deep reverence for the 
achievements of the human mind, and a desire to move within 


the orbit of man's greatest gift — all of these ideals constitute 
the ultimate purpose and hope of a college. I trust that all these 
facets of the symbol of the lamp of learning are present in our 
College. 

I sincerely hope that the record, as well as the experience 
of all the participants in our life at Mary Washington College, 
will demonstrate our respect for the dignity of work, in addition 
to our esteem for the glories and the grandeur which are an 
integral part of the intellectual life of mankind.

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ACADEMIC AFFAIRS 




: 


A college career is a focal point in the continuous process of 
education. A college education helps to develop in a person the 
sense of intellectual and social responsibility. Success at Mary 
Washington results from a concentration on the academic pro- 
gram. 

The information contained in this section is condensed from the 
College Catalogue. 

Students should consult the Catalogue for a complete and com- 
prehensive statement of academic policies. 



FACULTY ADVISER 

Each entering student is assigned a faculty member as ad- 
viser, who helps her plan a well-balanced academic program and 
with whom she can discuss any questions that arise. 

When a student has been accepted as a major in a depart- 
ment at the end of her sophomore year, she will be assigned to 
an adviser in that department. However, at any time a student 
who wishes to be reassigned may make such a request in the 
Office of the Dean of the College. 

Personal relationships with members of the faculty are an 
essential part of an excellent liberal arts education. 

STUDENT LOAD (Credit Hours) 

1. Freshmen are to register for not less than 14 nor more than 
17 credit hours a semester. After the first year they should carry 
from 15 to 18 credit hours per semester. 

2. After consultation with her faculty adviser a student may 
request in the Office of the Dean of the College to take more 
than the maximum suggested number of 18 credit hours. (See 
“Excess Hours/' Catalogue, p. 66) . 

3. No student living in a college residence hall during the 
regular session may carry less than twelve (12) semester hours 
without permission from the Dean of the College and the Dean 
of Students. 

4. The minimum load in the summer session for a residential 
student is six (6) semester hours. 

TRANSFER OF CREDITS 

Before a student enrolls in a class at another institution 
from which she is expecting to transfer credit, she must first 
discuss transfer of credit with the Dean of the College. 

Credit hours earned in approved courses taken at other 
institutions are counted toward graduation. Grades earned are 
entered on the student's permanent record but are not consid- 
ered in computing her quality point average, which is based on 
courses taken at Mary Washington College. No credits are ac- 
cepted for transfer with a grade lower than “C."

Degree requirement - 126 semester hours 

QUALITY POINTS 

For degree requirements a student must have at least as 
many quality points as she has semester hour credit earned at 
MWC. 

1. For each semester hour of credit with a grade of “A” 
three (3) quality points are given. 

2. For each semester hour of credit with a grade of “B” 
two (2) quality points are given. 

3. For each semester hour of credit with a grade of “C” 
one (1) quality point is given. 

4. For each semester hour of credit with a grade of “D” or 
below, no quality point is given. 

CLASS ATTENDANCE 

Regular class attendance is expected of all students except 
in case of illness or other emergency. Students are responsible 
for the material covered in a course whether present or not. 

Requests to be absent or explanations for absence from class 
should be made to the instructor teaching the course, except in 
the case of final examinations, which must be taken according 
to schedule unless specifically excused by the Office of the Dean. 

All excuses for absences must be submitted within three days 
after the absence has occurred . 

Absences from classes immediately preceding or following 
a holiday are especially discouraged. Students should consult the 
college calendar in making plane and train reservations. Students 
are not permitted to shift classes or examinations to expedite 
leaving the College for the week end, holidays, or any other 
purpose. 
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Medical excuses for both residential and day students must 
be submitted to the College Infirmary, which will make a report 
to the Registrar’s Office for transmission to each instructor. 

No student may receive credit for a course in which she has 
missed more than one-fourth of the class meetings, regardless of 
the reason. 

Students whose class attendance is unnecessarily irregular 
may be requested to withdraw from the College. 

INDIVIDUAL STUDY 

Each student is encouraged to take part in individual study 
in an area of particular interest. Faculty members are available 
for special help. 

Various departments offer seminar and research courses 
which allow for individual study. 

Students who have a 2.25 average in their major field and 
an over-all 2.0 average may apply to do Honors work during 
their senior year. 

The faculty has agreed that both the Departmental and 
Academic Excellence Committees would examine an applicant 
for Honors candidacy with greater latitude than before, weigh- 
ing the grade requirements and especially the student’s motiva- 
tions, special skills in her chosen field, and other capabilities. 

ACADEMIC PROBATION 

In general, a student is on academic probation if she does 
not make satisfactory progress toward graduation. 

1. In terms of credit hours, a student is on academic pro- 
bation if: 

a. at the end of her first semester she has failed more 
than 4 semester hours of work; 

b. at the end of her freshman year she has fewer than 
28 semester hours; 

c. at the end of her third semester she has fewer than 
43 semester hours; 

d. at the end of her sophomore year she has fewer than 
58 semester hours; 
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e. at the end of her fifth semester she has fewer than 
74 semester hours; 

f. at the end of her junior year she has fewer than 
90 semester hours. 

2. In terms of quality points, a student is on academic 
probation if: 

a. at any time during her first five semesters she falls 
9 or more quality points below her total number of 
semester hours; 

b. at the end of her junior year she has any less quality 
points than her number of semester hours. 

3. A student who fails in any semester more than 4 semes- 
ter hours of work or receives grades of “D”, “E”, or “F” on 
more than 7 semester hours of w T ork will be placed on 
academic probation although her total credits and quality 
points meet the requirements for satisfactory progress to- 
ward a degree. 

SUSPENSION FROM THE COLLEGE 

A student will be subject to suspension if: 

1. her total number of credits falls more than 6 below 
what is regarded as satisfactory progress; 

2. her total number of quality points falls 15 or more 
below the total number of her semester hours; or, at 
the end of her junior year, 7 or more below; 

3. she goes on academic probation for the third time. 
(See Catalogue, pp. 72-74 for full explanation.) 

OTHER AREAS OF ACADEMIC EMPHASIS 
Field Trips and Tours 

Opportunities for trips and tours to places of interest are 
offered in various departments to supplement class instruction. 

Occasions arise for both individuals and groups of students 
to go to nearby Washington and Richmond for cultural events, 
such as concerts, lectures and plays. 
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Dormitory and Academics 

Students are encouraged to take the individual initiative in 
setting up seminars and other activities in individual dormi- 
tories when sufficient interest warrants them. 

Framar is a small dormitory where scheduled activities, 
including discussions, speakers, trips, etc. are planned by the 
student residents. 

Trench Hill, a dormitory located opposite Brompton, offers 
a planned seminar program. Conceived by the residents of the 
hall, the seminars focus on a central theme with a list of selected 
pertinent books to be read throughout the academic year. 

Brent Hall, the French house, and Marye Hall, the Spanish 
house, provide an opportunity for students to increase profici- 
ency in language. 

DEAN’S LIST 

A student who attains an average of B-|- (2.5 quality point 
ratio) or better for any semester with no grade below C is placed 
on the Dean's List of Honor Students. 

RE-EXAMINATIONS 

During her senior year a student may have one re-examina- 
tion in one subject. This re-exam can be either semester of her 
senior year.

HONOR CODE 


Registration as a student in the College is not complete 
until the Honor Pledge card has been signed. No grades or 
credits will be released unless this Pledge is on file. 


HONOR PLEDGE 

I, as a student and citizen of Mary Washington College, do 
hereby resolve to uphold the honor of the College by refraining 
from giving or receiving academic material in a manner not 
authorized by the instructor; from the illegal appropriation of 
the property of others; and from the deliberate falsification of 
facts. I shall do all in my power at all times to create a spirit 
of honesty and honor for its own sake both by upholding the 
Honor System myself and by helping others to do so. I under- 
stand the Honor System and realize that a plea of ignorance will 
not be accepted by the Honor Council.

LETTER FROM THE HONOR COUNCIL PRESIDENT 


Dear Fellow Students, 

As members of the student body at Mary Washington each 
of us has, by signing the Honor Pledge Card, committed herself 
to the Honor System. In accordance with this basic commitment 
to the system, it is vitally important that each student accept 
the principles of our system as a personal code and as a code 
for group living. 

Our Honor System is based on a concept of absolute honor, 
providing a code by which an individual as well as an academic 
community such as ours can exist. Without this ideal concept of 
honor our system could not exist with succes, as it does now. 
Thus, in order to maintain an atmosphere of absolute honor, 
each student must accept the responsibility for her own personal 
honor and be concerned for the honor of others as well. 

Our Honor System expresses great faith in the personal 
integrity of each student. It is this faith in the individual that 
is ultimately the fundamental ideal upon which our system is 
based. Without this belief our system could not function; but 
because of it, we have a system which is maintained in the spirit 
of true honor.

THE HONOR SYSTEM 


The Honor System is the mature and deeply cherished 
moral code of personal integrity at Mary Washington College. 
It belongs to the students who derive their authority and respon- 
sibility from the Board of Visitors of the University of Virginia. 
Because students are responsible for deciding when a breach of 
honor has been committed, the enforcement of the Honor System 
is in their hands. 

Each student as a member of the student body at Mary 
Washington has the responsibility, not only for familiarizing 
herself with the provisions of the Honor Code upon w r hich the 
student body has agreed, but also for developing within herself 
the highest and strongest personal honor code possible. Each 
student must realize that by accepting admission to Mary Wash- 
ington, she has acknowledged her commitment to the provisions 
of the Honor Code. When she signs the Honor Pledge card she 
is committing herself to support the Honor System unquestion- 
ingly. She is stating that she understands it, and realizes that a 
plea of ignorance is never acceptable. 

A. The provisions of the Honor System are as follows: 

1. The Honor System requires, first, that a student govern 
her own conduct in an honorable way at all times. The in- 
fringements of the Honor System are lying, stealing, cheating, 
or breaking one’s word of honor. A student must write out 
and sign her name to the following pledge on quizzes, examina- 
tions, and other important written work: I hereby declare 
upon my word of honor that I have neither given nor re- 
ceived help on this work. This pledge means that the work 
which the student hands in to her professor is her own, which 
she herself has done in accordance with the requirements of 
the course as presented by the professor. 

2. The Honor System requires, second, that a student 
refuse to tolerate dishonesty on the part of others. If a stu- 
dent has reason to believe that a violation of the Honor Code 
has been committed, she is obligated to investigate the matter, 
and if she finds evidence of guilt, shall accuse the suspected 
student to her face. The procedure for accusing and trying a 
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student who is suspected of a dishonorable act will be found in 
Part C of this explanation. 

3. Whenever a violation of the Honor System is proved, 
the result will always be dishonorable dismissal from the 
College. 

B. Explanation . The following additional explanation 
has been set up to help the student body recognize and under- 
stand clearly the individual’s obligation to the Honor System. 

1. Plagiarism, or copying word for word from a book for 
term papers or other written work without proper footnotes, 
acknowledgements, or quotation marks, is of course a violation 
of the Honor System. A student must understand thoroughly 
and follow closely the directions about term papers as given her 
by her professor. 

2. If there is ever any doubt in her mind about the condi- 
tions under which the professor desires the work to be done, it 
is her responsibility to find out his requirements, for example, 
concerning laboratory drawings, language translations, parallel 
reading, etc. 

3. It is also important that every student exercise the 
greatest care to keep herself free from the suspicion of a viola- 
tion of the Honor Code. A student who places herself in suspici- 
ous circumstances is endangering both herself and the Honor 
System. 

4. Though any student at any time should feel obligated 
to investigate and accuse anyone who she feels has violated the 
Honor Code, the Honor Committee wishes to remind the student 
body that the basic principle governing the Honor System is 
that any person is assumed to be innocent until proved guilty. 

5. It is essential that the Honor System shall concern itself 
with academic matters and the word of honor of the individual 
student given to her professors, members of the college staff, and 
student officials. 

C. Procedural Features . The Honor Council as such is 
only a judicial body designed for trial purposes of specific cases 
brought to it by a student regarding possible violation of the 
Honor Code. The following section gives students information 
which they may need in making an investigation and explains 
the procedure of the Honor Council in conducting a trial. 
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1. Investigation 

a. Any student, believing that a breach of the Honor System 
has been committed shall, with the assistance of such 
students of the College as she may have reason to call 
upon, investigate the matter as secretly and speedily as 
possible. 

b. After a thorough investigation, if a student believes the 
suspected person guilty of a violation of honor, she shall 
approach that person, with a request for an explanation 
of her conduct. 

c. If the investigating student or students are satisfied that 
the suspected student is not guilty of dishonorable con- 
duct, there shall be no further proceedings, and nothing 
connected with the case shall be made public. 

d. If, after hearing the explanation of the one under sus- 
picion, or after she has refused to make an explanation, 
the investigators are still convinced of her guilt, they shall 
accuse her of the offense. 

e. The accused must then either leave the College immedi- 
ately, thus admitting her guilt, or ask the Honor Council 
Chairman to have the Council convene to try the case. 

f. When the accused desires a trial, the case shall be tried 
as soon thereafter as is conveniently possible, primary 
consideration being given to the wishes and the welfare of 
the accused. 

g. The accuser must notify the Honor Council Chairman 
of the name of the accused, and the nature of the offense. 

h. A student may not drop a charge upon the agreement of 
the accused to depart from college. In case the accused 
leaves the College without a trial by the Honor Council, 
the accuser shall give the suspected person an opportunity 
to return and face the charge. If she refuses to return, the 
accuser shall notify the chairman of the Honor Council 
of the name of the offender and the nature of the offense. 
Following such a notification, the Honor Council shall 
take action to record the facts in the same manner as if 
the case had been tried before them. The status of the 
accused under such circumstances is the same as though 
she had been found guilty by the Honor Council. 
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i. Whenever the accused leaves the College, either before or 
after a trial, a member of the administration and the 
chairman of Honor Council shall notify her parents. She 
may be accompanied home by a member of the Honor 
Council. 

2. Trial 

a. The responsibilities of the Honor Council are delegated 
by the College to the students. 

b. The Honor Council shall consist of four Honor Council 
Representatives, elected by their respective classes, and a 
president who shall be elected by the student body. At a 
trial, the House President of the dormitory in which the 
accused resides, or in the case of a day student the Day 
Students Representative to the Student Government Asso- 
ciation, shall constitute the sixth member of the Council. 
Until the Freshman Class Honor Representative is elected, 
the president of the Senior Class shall serve in her place. 
In case of absence of any member of this Council, the 
class officer (ranking in the following order) shall act in 
her place: president, vice-president, secretary, and treas- 
urer. 

c. During the trial, the president of the Honor Council shall 
act as chairman. The minutes of the trial shall be kept by 
an employed stenographer. These minutes shall be in the 
custody of the Honor Council, and it shall be their duty 
to see that they are properly stored for safe keeping from 
year to year. 

The minutes of the trial shall be open to inspection 
by any person who may satisfy the Honor Council of his 
legitimate interest in the case. No notes or memoranda 
shall be permitted to be made from the minutes. During 
any inspection of these minutes, there shall always be 
present at least two members of the Honor Council. 

d. On conviction of the accused, the chairman shall report 
the name of the convicted student and the nature of the 
offense of which she was found guilty to the Dean of 
Students who shall notify her parents and the college 
officials. In case the accused is declared innocent, the 
minutes of the trial shall be immediately destroyed. 
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e. It shall be within the discretion of the Honor Council to 
give such publicity of the facts of a case resulting in a 
finding of guilt as shall be considered advisable. 

f. The accused may be accompanied by one or more students 
to the trial. She may ask anyone whom she desires to 
speak in her behalf. 

g. If, after thorough trial, four of the persons who compose 
the Honor Council are convinced of the guilt of the 
accused and shall so cast their vote in a secret ballot, the 
accused must leave the College immediately. 

h. From the decision of the Honor Council there shall be 
no appeal. 

i. A case resulting in a verdict of guilty may be reopened 
only upon the offering of new evidence bearing directly 
on the question of guilt. Any person seeking to reopen a 
case shall appear before the Honor Council and state 
the nature of the evidence. The Council shall then con- 
sider whether the evidence is sufficiently relevant to war- 
ant a retrial. If a case is reopened, it shall be entirely 
retried.

Committees 

Academic Affairs explores, examines, and evaluates acad- 
emic matters of particular pertinence to students. It serves to 
improve student-faculty relations, promote pursuit of academic 
excellence, and develop the role of the student in academic 
policy-making decisions. 

Campus Evaluation is designed to function as a research 
unit. Its purpose is to investigate and assess student opinion as 
well as to evaluate current campus programs and policies. The 
results of such appraisals form the foundation of endeavors 
directed towards improvement and possible alteration of campus 
situations. 

Cultural Affairs serves as a source of information con- 
cerning the numerous opportunities available to Mary Washing- 
ton residents. In addition to disseminating information, the com- 
mittee strives to promote an increased awareness and enhanced 
appreciation of the arts, and to promote interest in this area. 

Elections: The duty of conducting campus-wide elections 
and freshman class elections is invested in this committee. The 
committee evaluates election procedures and makes changes ac- 
cordingly. 

Handbook reviews and analyzes the structure and content 
of the Handbook , revising it when improvement is desirable. 
The chairman serves as editor of the Handbook. 

Leadership Conference plans the format of the conference 
for student leaders scheduled immediately prior to the opening 
of the College in the fall. The Conference serves as a forum for 
the inculcation of leadership principles, the exchange of new 
ideas, and discussion and creation of specific programs to be 
implemented during the year. 

May Day plans and coordinates the numerous activities 
which occur on “May Day” weekend. 
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Orientation develops a conceptual approach to orientation 
and executes the specific programming. In conjunction with the 
Associate Dean of the College the committee plans the activities 
which constitute the freshman’s introduction to MWC and co- 
ordinates the numerous groups involved in this process. 

Publicity: The nucleus of the committee is composed of 
the dormitory publicity chairmen and selected students from 
each class. The committee serves as a vital link in campus 
communications as it publicizes SGA activities. 

Safety and Welfare is composed of the Safety Chairmen 
from all dormitories. The committee attempts to educate the 
student body with reference to safety and contributes to the 
over-all welfare of campus life. 

Special Programs is responsible for planning such events as 
Loyalty Night and the Campus Christmas Party. In addition, it 
plans projects of significant interest to the student body and 
plans for guest speakers.

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STUDENT GOVERNMENT 
REGULATIONS 


BEACHES, PARKS, AND PICNIC AREAS 

1. Students without dates are required to be in groups of three 
or more when going to beaches, parks, and picnic areas. 

2. Any student with a date may visit Belvedere Beach Monday 
through Thursday. No student may visit Belvedere Beach 
Friday, Saturday, or Sunday. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE 

1. Arrangements for overnight visits by individual students are 
made by the Mary Washington student or by the University 
of Virginia student who invites her to the University. The 
address for the overnight visit must be established before a 
student signs out in her dormitory. 

2. Lists of names, addresses and telephone numbers of persons 
who rent rooms to students for week-end visits are posted 
in all dormitories and on the bulletin board in Ann Carter 
Lee Hall. STUDENTS ARE URGED TO MAKE THEIR 
ARRANGEMENTS WELL IN ADVANCE OF THEIR 
VISITS. 

CLOSING HOURS, DORMITORY 

1. The dosing hour of the dormitories are: 

Monday through Thursday- All students 11:00 p.m. 

Friday- 1st semester Freshmen 12:00 midnight; 2nd semes- 
ter Freshmen, Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors 
1:00 a.m. 

Saturday- All students 1:00 a.m. 

Sunday- All students 12:00 midnight 

2. Under the system of Grace Minutes, a student will be al- 
lowed ten minutes of grace per semester. 

a) Grace Minutes must be used to care for any lateness 
with two exceptions: public transportation and late- 
ness which exceeds 29 minutes. 
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b) Any lateness occurring after Grace Minutes have been 
used up will be dealt with in the usual manner. 

3. When returning to campus after the official college holidays, 
a student must be in her dormitory before 12:00 midnight. 

4. No student may enter or leave her dormitory before 6:00 a.m. 
without advance permission from the Head Resident or per- 
son in charge. 

5. After closing hours no student is permitted to leave a dormi- 
tory or admit any one to the dormitory except with permis- 
sion from the Head Resident or person in charge. 

DANCES 

1. Dances and mixers shall end by midnight on Saturday in 
compliance with Virginia law. 

2. Any breakfast following a dance closes at 1:30 a.m. 

3. The closing hour of the dormitories after a dance is 2:00 a.m. 

DATES 

1. A date is to call for a student at her dormitory and secure a 
guest card. A student is responsible for the dress and conduct 
of her escort. 

2. No student may date a local high school boy at any time. 

3. The Student Lounge on the ground floor of Ann Carter Lee 
will be open only to students with dates on Fridays and 
Saturdays after 5:00 p.m. 

4. For safety reasons students and their guests are not to be in 
unlighted areas on campus. This includes: behind the Li- 
brary, behind duPont, around the Laundry, the tennis courts 
and swimming pool, behind the Infirmary, on the golf course. 

5. If a student has a date calling before 9:00 a.m. she is respon- 
sible for receiving him at the dormitory. 

DORMITORY 

1. The observance of study hour shall be established by each 
House Legislature. At times other than study hour considera- 
tion of others is likewise expected. 
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2. Freshmen shall have their lights out by 12:00 midnight, 
except 12:30 on Fridays and Sundays until first-semester 
examinations. There will be no light restrictions on Satur- 
day. 

3. Men are allowed in students’ rooms only with the permission 
of the Head Resident or person in charge. 

DRESS 

1. Students are expected to maintain the approved standards of 
dress and appearance that apply in general, both on and off 
the college campus. 

a) Careful grooming— Public appearance in pin curls, for 
example, does not represent good grooming. 

2. It is the responsibility of each student to see that her male 
guests observe the standards of dress required, coat and tie 
after 6:00 p.m. (An exception may be made for the student 
and her date by informing the Head Resident or person in 
charge in advance when the destination is a beach, park, or 
picnic area) . 

3. It is appropriate for students to wear shorts, slacks, and other 
sports clothes in the following areas only: 

a) in Ann Carter Lee 

b) on college grounds (including along College Avenue 
and the post office) 

c) on campus dates before 6:00 p.m. 

d) in academic buildings after class hours for study. 

4. Students must wear skirts or dresses at all other times and 
places (including when on a date after 6:00 p.m. or when 
travelling on public conveyances) . 

5. Leotards may not be worn unless covered by other clothing. 

DRINKING 

1. The possession and consumption of alcoholic beverages is 
prohibited on campus. 

2. Students are expected to comply with Virginia State Law 
which forbids selling and serving liquors, wine, and beer to 
persons under 21. 
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GUEST CARDS 

1. A caller should always be presented to the Head Resident or 
person in charge. 

2. A male caller must secure a Guest Card, or carry with him 
an Annual Guest Card, each time he calls for a student. 

3. The Annual Card is valid only until the end of the academic 
year in which it is issued. This includes the summer session. 

LIBRARY 

1. Strict observance of all library rules and policies is required 
and expected of all students. The free use of open stacks and 
the full use of all library facilities are extended to the entire 
student body. These facilities are to be treated with respect 
and consideration. Abuse of any of these policies will result 
in individual penalties in addition to the denial of specific 
library privileges. 

NOTIFICATIONS 

Students must notify the Head Resident or person in charge 
when: 

a) changing destination after signing out on the overnight 
Sign-Out Card (pink) 

b) returning after the closing hour of the dormitories or 
on a date other than that indicated. 

OPEN HOUSE 

Open House in the dormitories may be held on Sundays 
from 2:00 p.m.-5:00 p.m. The implementation of this hospitality 
will be left to the discretion of the individual dormitory residents 
in consultation with the respective Head Resident. 

OUT-OF-TOWN TRIPS 

The first two weeks of her first semester at Mary Washington 
College are closed for an entering freshman. During this time, 
the new freshman is not free to leave Fredericksburg. First- 
semester freshmen may have seven overnights away from the 
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campus in that semester. Any freshman whose first-semester aver- 
age falls below “C” may have only eight overnights during her 
second semester. 

OVERNIGHT GUESTS 

1. Students may entertain guests any night. It is understood 
that each person has a separate bed and that the Head 
Resident is aware of the guest’s visit. 

2. No overnight guests are permitted during the period from 
the end of examinations through commencement. 

QUANTICO 

1. A student may spend the night in the following places only: 

a) homes of friends and relatives 

b) Harry Lee Hall 

c) The Hostess House. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR ROOMS 

Procedure for room check will be established by the Head 
Resident and the House Legislature of each dormitory. 

SEACOBECK (Dining Hall) 

Each student is responsible for promoting and maintaining 
a pleasant, orderly, and leisurely atmosphere in the dining hall. 
Certain privileges are granted from time to time with the under- 
standing that they are not obligations of the College and may 
be withdrawn if abused. The suggestions below assist in promot- 
ing the desired standards. 

1. Dress in keeping with the occasion, as for example, curls 
always combed out, no head scarf, etc. 

2. Upperclassmen are to take their coats and books to the 
coatrooms off the Dome Room, Underclassmen to the 
coatrooms downstairs. 
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SIGNING OUT AND IN 


1. Sign-Out Cards 

a) Each student must sign herself out and in on her (pink) 
Sign-Out Card for overnights, week ends, and college 
vacations. Only the Head Resident or person in charge 
may alter a Sign-Out Card. The student must return by 
the closing hour of the day and date recorded on the 
Sign-Out Card. 

2. Flip-Out Cards 

When leaving campus for the day and returning after 6:00 

p.m., or when leaving campus after 6:00 p.m. and returning 

by the closing hour of the dormitory, a student shall so indi- 
cate on her Flip-Out Card. 

SMOKING 

Smokers are responsible for any damage to college property. 

Students may smoke on campus in the following places only: 

1. Dormitory rooms and parlors 

2. Day Students' room in Chandler Hall 

3. Student Lounge, Day Students Room, “C" Shop, Lounges 
A and B, (Ann Carter Lee) . 

4. Lounge in duPont Hall 

5. Recreation rooms in the dormitories 

6. In Seacobeck dining units 

7. In the foyers of George Washington Hall and duPont 
Hall during concerts, lectures, or play intermissions 

8. Lounge in Combs Science Hall 

9. Smoking room, Library 

10. Ann Carter Lee terrace 

11. Ann Carter Lee Ballroom, except during dances. 

SNACK DELIVERIES 

Snack deliveries may be made only to the front door of a dormi- 
tory, and at least 15 minutes prior to the closing hour. 
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SPECIAL PERMISSIONS 

1 . Special permission must be obtained from the Head Resident 
or person in charge: 

a) to permit anyone to leave or come in a dormitory after 
closing hours 

b) to allow men to enter students* rooms 

c) for overnight Saturday permission at the home of a 
local student. 

2. Special permission must be obtained from the Assistant Dean 
of Students in Ann Carter Lee: 

a) for any sales on the campus by individuals or organiza- 
tions, including commercial and service agencies such 
as Scouts and Red Cross 

b) to hold an off-campus position or to represent an off- 
campus agency 

c) for use of the college bus, college-owned vehicles, and 
all group transportation under college auspices 

d) for off-campus late permissions 

e) to represent the College in contests or to appear off 
campus for entertainment purposes 

f) for accepting other invitations in Fredericksburg. 

3. Special permission must be obtained from the Assistant 
Dean of Students in George Washington Hall: 

a) for any interdormitory room change 

b) for on-campus late permissions 

c) for serenades. 

4. Students are to consult the Dean of Students in advance 
regarding: 

a) permission to remain at commencement or beyond the 
24-hour period after examinations 

b) for emergency permissions regarding automobiles 

c) any change in status (marital, residential, day student) 

d) withdrawal from college. 
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SUNBATHING 


The privileges indicated below are with the understanding that 
students use the designated areas only, and always with due 
regard for themselves and the public, both while sunbathing and 
going to and from the areas. 

1. Students may use: 

a) the area directly behind duPont and Pollard 

b) the area south of the Science Building, on the 
“Plateau” only, within the stone wall or what would 
be the extension of this wall. 

c) the archery range area on the hockey field after 
12:30 p.m. on Saturday, provided there is no conflict 
with “archers” making up class work. 

2. Only residents of Tri-Unit, Mason, and Randolph may 
use their respective ramps. 

3. Sunbathing at Framar is limited to residents of that 
dormitory and their individually invited guests. 

4. Appropriate dress for sunbathing is swim suits, or shorts 
with halters. No items of underclothing may be used as 
sun suits. Skirts, coats, dresses, or Bermudas must be 
worn to and from sunbathing areas. 

5. No college pillows are to be used. 

TELEPHONES 

1. Campus extension phones may be used from 7:00 a.m. 
through the closing hour of the dormitory. 

2. The hours that the pay phones may be used and the method 
of answering the telephones during the evening hours are 
are to be determined in each dormitory by the House Leg- 
islature, in consultation with the Head Resident. 

TRIPS TO TOWN 

Students may not leave the campus after 6:00 p.m. EST alone. 
Students may not be in town after 6:00 p.m. EST alone. 
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EXPLANATIONS 


PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 

In cases involving serious infractions of rules, the Judicial Coun- 
cil or the Joint Council may withdraw certain privileges from 
students who have violated college regulations. Punishments 
range, according to the seriousness of the offense, from the with- 
drawal of the privileges concerned in minor rule infractions, to 
strict campusing or a modification thereof, to social probation, 
or to suspension for infractions of a more serious nature. In cases 
of a very serious infraction, expulsion from the College may be 
in order. 

1. Campused students are not permitted to leave the campus 
except to attend church services on Sunday mornings. These 
students may engage in all recreational activities provided 
by the College, and may have dates on campus. 

2. A student who has been penalized with strict campus may 
be subject to the following: 

a) May lose any office she holds. 

b) May not have men callers. 

c) May not attend dances. 

d) Must attend all classes. 

e) May spend the night only in her own dormitory. 

f) May not be absent from the campus. 

g) Will be recorded as suspended for the remainder of 
the session if she withdraws voluntarily from college. 

3. Social Probation 

During the period of social probation the violation of any 
major rule of Student Government may result in expulsion. 

4. Suspension and Expulsion 

In suspension and expulsion the student involved must leave 
campus as soon as practicable, following consultation with 
the Dean of Students, after the penalty has been imposed. 

5. Waiving of Penalties 

In each case penalties may be adjusted or waived only by the 
body imposing them. 
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6. Exceptions 

Penalties regarding campus or strict campus do not pertain 
to holidays or between semesters. 

7. Notification of Parents 

Parents or guardians of students who are placed on strict 
campus or on social probation or who are suspended or ex- 
pelled, will be notified jointly by the Office of the Dean of 
Students and the Joint Council (or the Honor Council, or 
the Judicial Council). 

TERMS (Glossary) 

Concert Series: Includes performances by symphony orchestras, 
dramtic artists, musicians, dancers, and operatic companies. 
There are also scheduled performances known as the Little 
Series. 

Note: Student tickets for the Concert Series are not trans- 
ferable to dates or to other guests. Tickets for guests must be 
purchased. 

Date: Any made called to whom a guest card is issued, or a 
period of time in which a student is in the company of a 
male caller. 

“Dead Week”: The week immediately preceding examinations 
in each semester when all extra-curricular activities are sus- 
pended. 

Dormitory Parties: Parties for the entire dormitory. 

Formal Convocation: Four or five programs during the aca- 
demic year which are held in George Washington Audi- 
torium. At such times the seniors wear caps and gowns. 

Good Standing. Academically, a student “on probation” is not 
in good standing. Socially, a student “on strict campus” or 
under “campus’ sentence, or under any penalty from the 
Judicial Council or the Joint Council, or under administra- 
tive penalty, is not in good standing. 
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Movie Programs: Provided on Saturday nights in GW Audi- 
torium without additional charge for students and their in- 
dividually invited guests. The student may be required to 
show her identification card (issued by the College at the 
beginning of the year) . 

Overnight: A night spent away from campus other than dur- 
ing an official school holiday. 

Pick-Up Rides and Dates: Riding with or dating any person 
who has not previously identified himself in accordance with 
the college policy of calling for a student at her dormitory 
and securing a guest card. A student must sign out for any 
date off campus. 

Special Delivery: Special Delivery letters and packages must 
be addressed to the specific dormitory. 

Strict Study Hour: Absolute quiet in the dormitories; no visit- 
ing in other student’s rooms; no studying together except in 
recreation rooms or outside the dormitory; extreme consider- 
ation of others.

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ADMINISTRATION 



The Administration at Mary Washington is a major part 
of the College. Its members are helpful to the student who wishes 
to discuss personal or academic problems. 


OFFICES OF THE ADMINISTRATION 


Office of the Dean of the College 

This office concerns itself primarily with policies affecting 
the academic program and progress of the student. Located in 
George Washington Hall, its duties are divided and discharged 
by two administrative officers, the Dean of the College (Dr. 
Alvey) and the Associate Dean of the College (Dr. Whiddcn) . 
Students are directed to this office, when necessary, for advice 
and guidance in matters of conflict in curriculum selection and 
scheduling, in matters involving extended absence from class 
for reason of illness or emergency, and in cases of academic 
deficiency and probation. As the office concerned with academic 
affairs, the Dean and Associate Dean of the College are respon- 
sible in large measure for the general supervision of over-all 
academic standards and requirements of the institution. 

Office of the Dean of Students 

A tripartite division characterizes this office, which operates 
administratively in the broadly social area of student residential 
life, student conduct, and student involvement in extracurricular 
activities both on and off the campus. Chief responsibility in 
this office is vested in the Dean of Students (Miss Hargrove, 
George Washington Hall), and is shared by the Assistant Dean 
of Students (Miss Stephenson also in George Washington Hall) , 
and the Assistant Dean of Students (Miss Moran in Ann Carter 
Lee Hall) . In general, students are directed to the Assistant Dean 
in George Washington Hall for personal counselling, assistance 
in serious problems of dormitory living, for guidance in room 
selection, and for clearance of on-campus late permissions. The 
Assistant Dean of Students in Ann Carter Lee is sought for 
clearance of off-campus late permissions, for requisition of the 
use of college facilities and transportation, for matters related 
to the campus movie program, student organizations and outside 
employment, and for clearance for representing the College offici- 
ally in any off-campus capacity. 

The Dean of Students, who is the administrative adviser to 
the Student Government Association, is to be consulted in emer- 
gency matters regarding automobiles, in all cases of withdrawal 
from the College, in cases involving serious misconduct, and in 
any change in status (marital, residential, day student, etc.) . 
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ADMINISTRATIVE REGULATIONS 


I. Office of the Dean of Students 

(George Washington Hall) 

A. Accident Reports 

1. A report of any accident in which a residential student 
is involved must be made immediately to the Head 
Resident who will inform the Dean of Students. 

2. When any chance of injury occurs, the student is to 
report to the College Infirmary as soon as possible. 

3. In the event of any damage to property or person on 
the highway, the student should file a report with the 
police of the locality involved. 

B. Automobiles 

1. Only a senior with an over-all C average and in good 
standing academically and socially may bring a car 
to the campus or to Fredericksburg. 

2. All cars must be registered in the Office of the Dean 
of Students. 

3. To drive other than her own or a family car, a senior 
must secure special permission from the Dean of Stu- 
dents. 

4. Seniors may drive another senior’s car. A student other 
than a senior must have special permission from the 
Dean of Students to drive a senior’s car. 

5. A student other than a senior may drive in Fredericks- 
burg only when accompanied by her parents. 

6. Full-time day students are to register cars promptly 
in the Office of the Dean of Students. 

7. The college registration sticker must be prominently 
displayed on the car. 

8. Students are not to accept “pick-up rides.” 

C. Change of Residence 

Any student contemplating a change of residence (due to 

marriage, day-student status, etc.) involving college hous- 
ing must consult in advance with the Dean of Students. 

Each case will be considered on its individual merits. 
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D. Counselling and Guidance 

Assistance is provided to the student without removing 
the responsibility for making her own decisions. A limited 
testing service is available, operated in Hamlet House by 
a member of the Department of Psychology. Help may 
be sought (and should be, where needed, without delay) 
from the faculty adviser, the instructor, the head resident, 
the deans of students, the dean of the college, the associ- 
ate dean. A major function of the assistant dean of stu- 
dents in George Washington Hall is personal counselling. 

E. Dormitories — Opening and Closing 

1. In the fall, unless they have assigned campus duties, 
returning students may not come to the campus until 
Tuesday after the Sunday on which new students 
arrive. 

2. Dormitories are closed at 6 p.m. the last day classes 
are scheduled before a holiday. 

3. Provision is made for students to remain in residence 
during all the scheduled holidays except the Christmas 
vacation. 

4. Students other than graduating seniors are required 
to check out of their dormitories within twenty-four 
(24) hours after their last examination. Any extension 
must be made through the Dean of Students. This 
includes students who desire to remain through Com- 
mencement. 

F. Marriage 

1. A student entering into a secret marriage prior to 
enrollment or during attendance at college (including 
summer and other vacation periods) is ineligible to 
remain in residence. 

2. Any change in status (marital, residential, day stu- 
dent) must be discussed personally in advance with 
the Dean of Students. Whether or not the student may 
continue in college is considered on the individual 
merits of each case. 
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G. Room Assignments 

1. Re-application fee for sophomores and upperclassmen 
must be paid by the date designated by the College. 

2. Only a student who has paid by this date may draw 
for a room. 

3. Numbers for room drawings are not to be traded. 

4. Suites may not be reserved unless suitemates have been 
selected. 

5. A student may not sign up anyone for a roommate or 
suitematc who has not paid her re-application fee by 
the designated date. 

6. Any vacancy in a room may be filled at the discretion 
of the Office of the Dean of Students. 

7. In general, a student may stay in a small dormitory 
for only one year. Exceptions may be discussed with 
the Assistant Dean. 

8. Freshman rooms are assigned by the Office of the Dean 
of Students in the order in which freshmen have 
made the advance payment. 

9. The maximum room capacity is the decision of the 
Office of the Dean of Students. 

H. Withdrawals 

1. All students, residential and day (full- and part-time) , 
contemplating withdrawal from the College for any 
reason during the session are to see the Dean of 
Students personally well in advance of departure. 

2. A student who withdraws from the College when on 
academic probation or one who is suspended by the 
Joint Council is not eligible for readmission. 

3. See final statement on withdrawal under “Class Atten- 
dance,” page 14. 

4. In the interest of student welfare the College 
Administration reserves the right to request any 
student to withdraw whose conduct or general at- 
titude is considered unsatisfactory, even though 
no specific charge is made against her. 
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II. Assistant Dean of Students 

(Ann Carter Lee Hall) 

A. Calendar — Scheduling Activities 

1. Clear date and place at least ten (10) days in advance 
of the program. 

2. At time of clearance make request for equipment and 
supplies required for the program. 

3. When such action is taken, the activity is automati- 
cally entered on the Student Calendar. 

B. Country Club 

The privileges of the Fredericksburg County Club (golf 
and dining room) are open only to residential students 
whose homes are outside the 25-mile radius. A guest card 
must be secured in person in advance from the office in 
An Carter Lee as well as a copy of the Club rules. 

C. See “Special Permissions” from the Assistant Dean of Stu- 
dents in Ann Carter Lee, #2 ( a through /) , page 39 
(Student Government Regulations) . 

III. General Services 

A. Student Bank 

Money may be kept in the Student Bank in the Bursar’s 
Office in George Washington Hall. The College is not 
responsible for money or valuables left in dormitory rooms 
or closets. 

B. Fire and Safety 

1. Fire drills are held regularly under the direction of 
the Safety Chairman who issues printed instructions 
for each room. 

2. Only an individual personally aware of a fire on cam- 
pus is to dial 432, describing the location as clearly 
as possible. A report should be made at once to the 
Head Resident or person in charge. 

C. Infirmary 

1. If a residential student is too ill to attend classes, she 
must be in the Infirmary at the time of a specific class 
in order for the report to be sent to the Registrar. 
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2. A student must not leave the Infirmary without the 
permission of the nurse or doctor. 

3. The College Physician is to be called for student ill- 
ness or accident. Another local doctor may then be 
consulted with notification to the Infirmary. In such a 
case the fee is paid by the student. 

4. Medical excuses for both residential and day students 
must be submitted to the Infirmary within three days 
after the absence has occurred in order for the report 
to be sent to the Registrar. 

5. Students are not to telephone patients housed in the 
Infirmary. 

6. Consult “Class Attendance,” pages 13-14. 

D. Laundry 

1. The identification mark assigned by the Laundry to 
each student must appear on each piece of laundry 
as well as on the laundry bag. 

2. Laundry, in general, is collected from and delivered 
to each dormitory. 

3. Claims for lost laundry must be reported promptly 
to the Laundry and claim slips presented. 

4. A student receiving laundry other than her own must 
turn it in immediately. 

E. Library 

E. Lee Trinkle Library contains some 160,000 volumes, 
most of which are located in stacks open to Mary Wash- 
ington faculty, staff and students. The Library Handbook 
provides each student with detailed information concern- 
ing the arrangement of materials and the regulations and 
procedures connected with the use of the Library. See 
statement on the Library under Student Government Reg- 
ulations, page 36. 

F. Lost and Found 

The Lost and Found service is handled through the In- 
formation Booth in George Washington Hall from 9:00 
a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through Friday and from 9:00 
a.m. to 12:00 noon on Saturday. 
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G. Placement Bureau 

The College Placement Bureau, in George Washington 
Hall, operating under the Office of the Dean of the Col- 
lege, exists to aid seniors in securing positions following 
graduation. Its services are also available to underclassmen 
seeking guidance. 

H. Police, Campus 

The Campus Police, as a security force, serve to protect 
college students, to direct traffic, and in general to aid in 
promoting safety and order in the campus residential 
community. 

1. Since the main campus drive is state route 330, 
students are cautioned to use the sidewalks at all 
times, with especial attention to the walk between 
Ann Carter Lee and Betty Lewis Hall. 

5. The state and city law regarding the load for pas- 
senger cars is a maximum of six (6) plus the 
driver— this includes taxis. 

3. In using taxis for transportation students are 
urged to be careful to engage only licensed ve- 
hicles. 

4. It is wise to use the crosswalks at the Bypass and 
when crossing College Avenue going to and from 
the Post Office. 

5. The removal of identification, parking, safety, 
and other campus signs is to be done only by 
members of the Campus Police force or of the 
Maintenance Department. 

IV. Miscellaneous 
A. Bicycles 

1. Any student with a bicycle is required to license it in 

accordance with the regulations of the City of Freder- 
icksburg and the Campus Police. 

2. Riders are not to use campus or community sidewalks. 
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B. Storage 

Only trunks, footlockers, suitcases, and bicycles may be 
left in college storage rooms over the summer, tagged in 
accordance with instructions from the Director of Dormi- 
tories. The College assumes no liability. 

C. Trunks 

Trunks are not permitted in rooms. They are to be packed 
and unpacked in storage rooms.
